Confirm certain Provisional Orders of the Local Government a.d. is 82 . 
Board for Ireland relating to the City of Dublin and the 
Poor Law Union of Ballymoney. 

W HEREAS the Local Government Board for Ireland have, as 
regards the city of Dublin and the Poor Law Union of 
Ballymoney, made the Provisional Orders set forth in the Schedule 
hereto, under the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and it is 4i&42Vict. 
5 requisite that the said Orders should be confirmed by Parliament : c- 52 ' 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

10 1. The Provisional Orders contained in the Schedule to this Act Confirmation 

shall be and are hereby confirmed, and from and after the passing of Order, 
this Act shall have full validity and effect. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Local Government Board Short title.

Provisional Order. 

Whereas the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses 5 
of Dublin, acting by the Town Council, being the Sanitary Authority of the 
41 & 42 Vict. city of Dublin, are about (with the sanction of the Local Government Board 
c. 52. g. 38. f or Ireland) to purchase premises for the purpose of making a new street in the 
said city, leading from Dame Street by Cork Hill across Fishamble Street 
to Christchurch Place* 10 

And whereas the said Sanitary Authority have presented a petition to the 
Local Government Board for Ireland, praying that they, as such Sanitary 
41 & 4 2 Vict. Authority, may be allowed to put in force the powers of the Lands Clauses 
sos.” K Acts, with respect to the purchase and taking of lands otherwise than by agree- 
ment, with reference to the said premises: 15 

And whereas the same Sanitary Authority have deposited in the office of 
the Local Government Board for Ireland, in Dublin, plans and a book of 
reference referring thereto (herein-after referred to as the deposited plans an 1 
book of reference), showing the position of the said proposed street, and 
amongst other premises the lands and premises which are required for the 20 
purposes of such new street : 

And whereas all advertisements and notices required by the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878, having been previously duly published, served, and given, 
the Local Government Board for Ireland have caused a local inquiry to be 
made as to the propriety of assenting to the prayer of the said petition : 25 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board for Ireland as follows : 

1. Prom and after the time of the confirmation of this Order by 
Parliament, the said Sanitary Authority shall be empowered to put 
in force the powers of the Lands Clauses Acta with respect to the 
purchase and taking of lands otherwise than by agreement, with 30 
reference to the lands and premises described in the said deposited 
plans and book of reference, and therein marked by the numbers and 
letters following: — Nos. 97, 96, 84, 83, 82, 81, 81a, 73, 73a, 74, 75, 

76, 77, 77a, 78, 78a, 87, 92, 74a, 74b, 33, 55, 54, 56a, 68, 50, 51, 

52, 53, 53a, 65, 66, 69, 69a, 69b, 24, 63, 63a, 63b, 63c, 63d, 63e, 62, 35 
61, 60, 59, 58, 58a, 18, 18a, 64, 94, 95, 99, 57a, 94a, 15. 

2. The western boundary of the said new street shall run from the south- 
east angle of the premises referred to as No. 98 in the said deposited 
plan and book of reference, in a curve through the premises numbered 
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97 therein, and through the intersection of the parish boundary 
between No. 97 and No. 84 on the said plan with the boundary line 
between Nos. 96 and 97 on the said plan. 

3. Tho said Sanitary Authority when they shall have acquired the 

premises numbered respectively 81a, 81, 83, 84, 96, and 97 on the 
said deposited pilaus, and in the said book of reference, shall clear the 
said premises of all buildings existing thereon, and shall not erect, nor 
permit to be erected, any buildings on the said premises, or on any 
part thereof, save a boundary wall or otiicr suitable fence. 

4. Ill this Order tlie expression « Lands Clauses Acts ” means the « Lands 
Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845,” as the same is amended hy the 
“Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 1860,” “The Hallways Act 
(Ireland), 1851,” “The Hallways Act (IreLtnd), I860," “The Eail- 

r ways Act (Ireland), 1861,” and « The Railways Traverse Act." 

5. The compulsory powers of purchase given by this Order shall not be 
exercised after the expiration of three years from the time of the 
confirmation of this Order by Parliament. 

6. This Order may be cited and referred to for all purposes as “The City 
of Dublin (New Street) Provisional Order, 1882.”

Provisional Order. 

Whereas the guardians of the poor of the Ballymoney Union, being the 
Sanitary Authority of the rural sanitary district consisting of the said union, 

30 nnd including the town of Ballymoney in the county of Antrim, are about to 
construct waterworks for the purpose of supplying the said town with water for 
drinking and domestic purposes, and have presented a petition to the Local 
Government Board for Ireland, in pursuance of the Public Health (Ireland) & 42 vict. 

Act, 1878, praying that they, ns such Sanitary Authority, may be allowed to put 61 > 

35 force the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the purchasing and 
taking of lands otherwise than by agreement with reference to certain lands 
and premises required for the purpose of the said works : 

And whereas the said Sanitary Authority have deposited in the office of the 
Local Government Board for Ireland, in Dublin, plans and a book of reference 
40 referring thereto (herein-nfter referred to as the deposited plans and hook of 
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A.D. 1882. 
Ballymoney. 
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Short title of 
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reference), showing the works intended to be executed as aforesaid, and the 
lands and premises required for the purposes of the said works : 

And whereas all advertisements and notices required by “The Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878,” having been previously duly published, served, and given, 
the Local Government Board for Ireland have caused a local inquiry to be 5 
made as to the propriety of assenting to the prayer of the said petition, and it 
appears to be proper to assent thereto : 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board for Ireland as follows: 

1. From and after the time of the confirmation of this Order by Parlia- 

ment, the guardians of the poor of the Ballymoney Union, acting as 10 
the [Sanitary Authority of the said rural sanitary district, shall be 
empowered to put in force the provisions of the Lands Clauses Acts 
with respect to the purchase and taking of lands otherwise than by 
agreement, with reference to the lands, lands covered with water, 
rights to take and convey water, and casements, described in the said 15 
deposited plans and book of reference thereto. 

2. In this Order the expression “ The Lands Clauses Acts” means the 

" Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845,’’ as the same is amended by 
" The Lands Clauses Consolidation Acts Amendment Act, I860,” 

“ The Railway Act (Ireland), 1851,” “The Railway Act (Ireland), 20 
I860,” “The Railways Act (Ireland), ^864,” and "The Railway 
Traverse Act.” And the terms “ Land ” and “Lauds” in the said 
Acts shall, for the purposes of this Order, extend to and include 
messuages, buildings, lands, easements, and hereditaments, of any 
tenure, and also water, lands covered with water, and rights to take 25 
and convey water. 

3. The powers of compulsory purchase given by this Order shall not be 

exercised after the expiration of three years from the time of the 
confirmation of this Order by Parliament. 

4. This Order may be cited and referred to for all purposes as “The 30 

Ballymoney Waterworks Provisional Order, 1882.’’
